(b)  On  19  December  1969  the  Ban  Me  Thuot  Bungalow  Signal  Site  was 
destroyed  by  fire  affecting  the  77UT4P,  BBT14,  77UT15  systems.  Those 
systems  are  now  reestablished  at  Ban  Mo  ftiuot  City  Strip.

(a)  Observation:  A  problem  encountered  has  boen  tho  delay  in  having 
a  circuit  officially  deactivated  once  tho  subscriber  has  moved  from  tho 
aroa. 

(b)  Evaluation:  During  tho  battles  at  Bu  Prang  and  Due  Lap,  several 
units  movod  into  the  Ban  Me  Thuot  aroa.  In  addition  to  tho  normal  signal 
support  many  of  those  units  rccoivod  solo  usor  circuits.

An  additional  list  of  deactivated  circuits  will,  bo  raintni.nod  listing 
tho  doactivation  authority.  - 

(3)  Emergency  Distribution  of  Regulations  and  Directives 

(a)  Observation :  As  ?.  rosult  of  tho  firo  at  the  i-SACV  bungalow  compound, 
this  unit  lost  its  filo  copies  of  all  ••ogulations,  directives,  and  policy 
lottors. 

(b)  Evaluation:  Many  of  tho  documonts  that  wore  loot  are  osoontial  to 
unit  operations.  The  replacement  flow  of  thoso  documents  has  boon  extremely 
alow  and  has  presented  administrative  as  woll  as  operational  difficulties. 

(c)  Hn eommendn tl on :  It  is  rocomraondod  that  each  headquarters  (e.g* 
Battalion,  Group,  Brigado)  maintain  a  minimum  of  ono  (l )  extra  copy  of 
each  document  published  by  the  haadquartors*  If  such  wor.o  done,  ouergoncy 
distribution  could  bo  effected  as  required.  This  procedure  is  boing 
implemented  at  this  time. 

(4)  Consolidation  of  S0Pfs  and  Policies 

(a)  Observation:  As  a  rosult  of  tho  fire  at  MACV  bungalow  compound, 
tho  unit  lost  copies  of  SCP's,  CJT  lesson  plans,  and  policy  letters.
